depot here by an ex-guard, and while 
he recognised them he mode no com¬ 
ment upon it until the escape was 
reported yesterday, as he t considered 
that possibly they had bocn Released. 

How they traversed the Intervening 
10 miles to reach here within the boor 
Is unknown. It Is presumed they con¬ 
tinued their Journey eastward, but al¬ 
though the alarm has been spread 
, broadcast no further trace has been 
found.

Toronto. Nov. 14.—The Toronto Star 
says to-day; 

“The appointment of Mr. McCurdy 
and Sir George Parley left 8ir Ham 
Hughes free to m ake speeches. This 
was of all things the one thing the gov¬ 
ernment least wished him to do. It was 
understood, ws believe, that he would 
take s rest--fade away and keep quiet. 
He does not do those things well. 

’.There Is trouble brewing because 
of the management overseas and mili¬ 
tary expenditures.

LOSSES OF BRITISH 

UNUSUALLY LIGHT 

Troops Opposing General 
Haig’s Men Very Inferior- 
Fighting Material 

With the British Armies in France. 
Nov. 18.—Via London. Nov. 14 .—The 
Germans apparently were completely 
surprised by the British attack this 
morning In the vslley of the Ancre. An 
evidence of this was found In the fact 
that the garrison of the trenches 
amund Beaumont-Hemel was prepar¬ 
ing for breakfast at the moment when 
the British Infantry stormed the posi¬ 
tion The British, after partially clear¬ 
ing tho underground galleries and 
rounding up TOO prisoners, proceeded to | 
eat their prisoners’ br eak f as t a tailing, 
the captives that they would be fed j 
when they arrived within the British; 
lines. 

A i >ta| of nearly 4.000 prisoners »o 
far has been sent to the cages. Including I 
a regimental commander who was cap- j 
fared In s dugiut with s major, an 
adjutant and a number of other off !-1 
cere The majority of the prisoners 
are Silesians and, according to the 
British officers, vary inferior fighting 
material. The German higher com¬ 
mand apparently depended on the sup¬ 
posedly impregnable character of the 
old front line and Its strongly fortified 
village rather than on the stamina of 
the troops The British officers believe 
that the Oermans withdrew their best 
men for service elsewhere on the Brit¬ 
ish front, where the new and shallower 
positions to which ths defenders have 
been forced demand greater re si s tin g 
power on the part of the Infantry. 

Losses Light. 

The British losses were unusually 
light, owing largely to the unexpected 
feeble character of the German ma¬ 
chine gun fire at Resuinont-1 Israel and 
St. Pierre-Divion 

Ff-r some days part the sector st¬ 
uck ed to-day and the area behind had 
been subjected to eucveaslvf bombard¬ 
ments which rose to a record pitch yes¬ 
terday and resulted In the demolition 
of a large part of the defences. 

The garrison accepted the deluge of 
shells this rooming as part of the usual 
dally programme and did not fully re¬ 
alise the danger until the British In¬ 
fantry was seen approaching In the 
darkness. 

The British advene** north of Beau- 
inont-Hamel was held up on a front 
about 1,004 yards west of Serrs. Ths 
•first detachment captured some Ger¬ 
man trenches and passed eastward to¬ 
ward the village, Suddenly hidden ma¬ 
chine guns and Infantry sniper* scat¬ 
tered In great profusion In the craters 
an.1 other shelter* began firing Into the 
back* of the attacking troops and ne¬ 
cessitated their withdrawal. 

North of Serre British troops gained 
ground, but owing to the failure of the 
advance Immediately v south. the posi¬ 
tion was subjected to On enfilading fire 
from higher ground In the neighbor¬ 
hood of the village. 

Clearing Pockets. 

A number of Isolated pockets are be¬ 
ing cleared J*f Oermans In the Inter-, 
venlng ground between Beaumont- 
i Hamel and Beaucourt-aur-Ancre. Brit¬ 
ish troops are firmly established In 
the western outskirts of the latter 
hamlet. The remaining fragments of 
the old German line Immediately south 
of the Ancre were "pinched out." the 
British flank pivoting to the northeast 
around the elbow of the stream, hav¬ 
ing been partially Isolated since the 
capture of the Schwaben redoubt. 

Three hundred Oermans, the only 
survivors of tile bombardment, were 
captured In an extensive system of 
riverside caves. Prior to the attack 
the only oomraunlcatIon between these 
caves and the German rear wae by a 
causeway serose the Ancre which could 
be traversed only at night,

A Great Rattle. 

One of the chief evidences of the new 
activity was a great aerial battle In 
which 70 Aeroplanes were engaged last 
Thursday and which the official com* 
mique mentioned. It took place be¬ 
tween 9 and 19 o’clock on the morning 
of Thursday over the German lines In 
the direction of Vaulx-Vauconrt. north¬ 
east of Bapaume. 

British aeroplanes were bound 
ililthor on a bombing expedition. The 
fighting machines and scouts made a 
fleet Of 89. Just before reaching 
Vaulx-Vaucourt they sighted an enemy 
.squadron of 89 to 40 aeroplanes. 

The British attacked quickly. Home 
of the British machines were flying at 
a higher level than the enemy and 
they plunged headlong to Join the gen¬ 
eral engagement. It was fought at an 
average of 5.000- feet. 

Lasted Twenty Minutes. 

Of the melee that followed It is Im¬ 
possible to get a coherent account. No 
man had time for thought of anything 
except the enemy machine* with which 
the British machines were successfully 
engaged for 20 minutes. 

There raged In the clouds such a 
battle as the world had never seen. In 
the inextricable tangle of single com¬ 
bats between darting and swirling, tna- , 
chines the air was filled wtth the roar 
of propellors and the clatter of guna 1 

Four of the British machines were 
lost. They were compelled to descend 
on Oerman territory- The strong west¬ 
erly wind kept drifting the battle far¬ 
ther and farther, ever the enemy’s lines 
more and more. Of the aeroplanes 
that cams hums one brought a dead 
observer and two others, with wounded 
pilot* had'difficulty tn beating against 
thfe wind and landing In the British 
line* 

Of the enemy's machines It Is known 
that six were sent to earth. Three are 
known to have crashed when they felt 
and were destroyed. What happened 
to the other three beyond that they 
were falling out of control Is not 
known. In another a pilot was seen 
dead, t . , 

Enemy Scattered. 

The best evidence of the British vic¬ 
tory lies In the fact that ths whole 
enemy formation was broken and scat¬ 
tered. and -that the Germans fled for 
, nafety In all directions, leaving the 
British flyer* In possession of the sky. 

Then the British aviators went about 
their business and punctually dropped 
bombs on ths designated stores and 
ammunition depots in Vaulx-Vaucourt. 
and cams home, proudly flying In regu¬ 
lar formation. No Oerman was daring 
enough to Interfere. 

A we s terly wind blows here three- 
quarters of the year, and even when 
.the emit wind blew it seldom was good 
weather, so practically every battle has 
been fought with a wind against which 
no disabled British machine could beat 
back home, while the enemy’s have al¬ 
ways been blown toward hls own terri¬ 
tory.- .. ---—---

Rubber has been one of the most insistent and intensely 
interesting problems of the-twentieth century—and its solu¬ 
tion is proving of vital importance to the Empire in thia 
great war. 

Until 1910 the world depended for its crude rubber on the forests 
of South and Central America and Africa. The supply increased slowly, 
if at all, while consumption, since the advent of the motor car, has grown 
enormously. Prom an average of $1.00 s pound in 1908, the price jumped 
to $3.00 in 1910. Manufactures of rubber kept pace—no doubt you 
remember what rubbers cost for a year or two—and the situation looked 
alarming. 

The search for synthetic rubber was redoubled in vigor. German 
chemists had been working on it, and the world seemed to expect them to 
come through with some ingenious process for manufacturing rubber from 
its known ingredients, on a commercial scale and at a low cost But the

Money 
was advanced to planters to carry them through the seven-year period 
before the trees started to produce, and hundreds of thousands of acres 
were planted. 

By 1910, when the pinch came, British plantations produced 8,200 
tons—11% of the world’s output. The next year saw 14,000 tons of 
plantation rubber—nearly 20%. In 1912 it had grown to 29%—in 1913 
to 44%—in 1914 to 59%—last year to 68%,—or 107,867 tons. This year’s

The story of Frederick E. Farrar, 
told 4n th# New York World and re¬ 
published in the British Columbia pa¬ 
pers, haa local Interest, since it ap¬ 
pears that tbe hero of the French For¬ 
eign Legion is Identical with N. F. 
Farrar, who for two years had a small 
farm at Mount Newton, on th* West 
Saanich road. 

Mr. Farrar sbld out his furniture on 
Heptember 20. 1912, and the sale was 
unusual because the splendid collec¬ 
tion of antiques and old silver attract¬ 
ed dealers from an extended area. He 
disappeared and nothing haa been 
heard of him sine*. 

A gentleman resident In the district, 
who knew Mr. Farrar well. aSy# that 
he is absolutely satisfied the man who 
has Juat won renown in France and 1 
obliterated the stain on the honored 
name he bore, la the N. I*. Farrar who 
resided at Mount Newton. Mr. Farrar 
was a linguist and a man. of great 
accomplishments. H# had evidently 
moved In the highest circle# In Eng¬ 
land, but was reticent concerning his 
past. Those who knew him, however, 
and were aware of the disappearance 
of Dr. Frederick Perclval Farrar, 
former rector of Sandringham. and do¬ 
mestic chaplain to the king, connected 
his appearance In Rsanich with the in¬ 
cident. While here he was known to 
be a son of the famous Dean of Can¬ 
terbury. 

Mr. Farrar's name has just rorae to 
the front again aa one of thuae men 
who has been decorated for valor In 
the field and acclaimed for conspicu¬ 
ous gallantry. For a year he haa been 
fighting in the Foreign Legion, though 
it is not known under what name. He 
la reported to have declined a com¬ 
mission In the British army. He mar¬ 
ried a sister of Richard Harding Davis, 
whom he met when on the press In 
Philadelphia. He graduated at Cam¬ 
bridge sod later held clerical appoint¬ 
ments ia th* Old Country.
